Target is increase in

AUSTIN — Republican Gov. 
Greg Abbott is beefing up the 
state’s law enforcement pres- 
ence in San Antonio to help 
crack down on a rise in violent 
crime, though city police said 
they didn’t request or need the 
help. 

“The governor offered the 
additional troopers, and of 
course we weren't going to say 
no,” Police Chief William 
McManus said at a news confer- 
ence in San Antonio on Monday. 
“The more people we have, the 


more visibility we can provide, 
the more area we can cover.” 

At Abbott’s request, the De- 
partment of Public Safety is 
dedicating roughly 15 more 
troopers to the city’s Violent 
Crime Task Force, bringing the 
agency’s total participation to 31 
officials, McManus said. DPS 
will also lend use of its aircraft 
“to provide around-the-clock air 
support capabilities in San An- 
tonio,” according to a news 
release. 

DPS wouldn’t confirm how 
many more agents it’s deploying 
or say where exactly they were 
stationed before.

Fish named Satan 
lurks in the dark, 
deep below S.A.

Not many people in San Antonio think about 
the watery underworld below our feet or the crea- 
tures that live there, including one named Satan. 

Satan eurystomus is a mysterious species of 
catfish 3 to 5 inches long that has a wide, toothy 
mouth and is found only in water wells that reach 
into the Edwards Aquifer below San Antonio. 

Its bone structure indicates that it can create 
suction to draw in its prey, similar to catfish living 
in rivers and lakes, said Dean Hendrickson, an 
ichthyologist at the University of Texas at Austin.
